AT THE President’s urging, 
Speaker John McCormack, Demo- 
cratic Floor Leader Carl Albert, 
and Rep. Wright Patman, Bank- 
ing Committee chairman, agreed 
to undertake to bring the legis- 
lation before the House by the 
middle of February. 

This would open the way for 
Senate action by March 1. 

While the President’s forth- 
coming recommendation is not 
unexpected, his decision to make 
it the first major legislation of 
the new Congress is a surprise. 

Executive Strategy 

THREE MAIN factors are he- 
hind this rush strategy: 

To dispose of this long con- 
troversial issue quickly before 
powerful opposition can be or- 
ganized; forcefully demonstrate 
the government’s determinaticn 
to meet all foreign demands that 
dollars be exchanged for gold; 
eliminate potential curbs on the 
expansion of the Federal Re- 
serve’s money supply to meet the 
needs of the booming United 
States economy. 

The President told the con- 
gressional leaders that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and other key 
banking authorities strongly favor 
discarding all of this 25 per cent 
“sold cover.” They will publicly 
advocate that at the hearings of 
the banking committees. 

REPEAL OF this “gold cover” 
would add some $5 billion to the 
so-called free gold of the $15.5 
billion in United States holdings. 

This additional $5 billion would 






be available to meet foreign de- 
mands. Under existing United 
States law, only $2 billion is now 
available. This is due to the two 
mandatory gold reserves that to- 


One of these gold reserves 
amounts to $8.6 billion to cover 
Federal Reserve notes ($1, $5, 
$10, etc. bills) used in everyday 
transactions. The other gold re- 
serves, about $5 billion, is requir- 
ed to back the reserves of the 
nation’s banking system held by 
Feders Reserve banks. _ 


cent gold cover for these notes 
and reserves. It is this gold cover 
that is to be abolished. 

This will be the second time 
chis gold reserve requirement has 
been changed. Originally, it was 
fixed at 45 per cent when the 
United States went off the gold 
standard in 1934. In 1945, this 
percentage was reduced to the ex- 
isting 25. Under President John- 
son’s still-unannounced plan, it 
will be wiped out entirely. 


Monetary Problems 

The Treasury’s urgent appeal 
to remove the 25 per cent gold 
backing on reserves emerges as 
another chapter to be added to 
a long list of curative manoeuvres 
for which this institution has be- 
come famous over the years.

The Treasury’s problems while 
coping with monetary ills have 
been many and varied. The re- 
peal of silver purchase acts em- 
erges aS a prime example of the 
inability to offer a permanent or 
at least long-lasting remedy for 
the Nation’s silver ills. At the 
time of passage of H.R. 5389, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Dillon re- 
affirmed his conviction this biil 
would prolong Treasury silver re- 
serves for 15 years. Exactly 18 
months later, a silver crisis, the 
worst in the United States his- 


_ tory, has developed and proven — 


the inefficacy of Treasury-White 
House sponsored legislation per- 
taining to monetary affairs. 

In retrospect, S. 2950, calling 
for “retention of ‘1964’ on all 
coins’’ now appears as the ulti- 
mate exercise in futility as its ef- 
forts were solely directed at chas- 
tising hypothetical culprits, coin 
collectors and speculators, while 
the Nation’s main problem — the 
silver shortage — was conveni- 
ently overlooked. 


News of gold backing repeal, as 
it is politely worded, should not 
come as a big shock thus; in fact, 
the potential of this development 
was pointed out to PACE read- 
ers for the past year and as re- 
cently as January 2 (PACE, Vol. 
1, No. 47, page 5). In his article 
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“Retired Silver Certificates Add 
Pressure on Gold,” PACE conclud- 
ed: “Officially denied but of in- 
creasing reality are the long-term 
prospects for repeal of gold re- 
serve requirements’ and added 
“gold reserve repeal would be de- 
termined by the attitudes of lead- 
ing International Monetary Fund 
members presently committed to 
gold as the ultimate international 
reserve asset.” 
France Boosts the Franc 

This last conclusion is illustra- 

ted by France’s latest move (Jan- 


uary 6) to replace the U. S. dol-_ a a 
lar with the French’franc as the © 


unit for reckoning monetary re- 
serves, i.e. gold and dollar reserv- 
es. The announcement came in 
the face of a pronounced increase 
in gold and dollar reserves whicn 
now total $5.05 billion, a $104.6 
million increase over the previous 
month. The French depicted the 
move as an effort towards great- 
er efficiency as “several countries 
such as Great Britain and Switzer- 
land express their reserves in 
their own currencies.” 

It is felt, however, the move 
openly indicates France’s desire 
to restore the prestige of the 
Franc. Cynics whisper it is de 
Gaulle’s latest attack in an avow- 
ed and open vendetta against the 
United States. 

At any rate, France has in- 
creased the proportion of her gold 
and dollar reserves and as a 
sequel, gold prices have been ris- 
ing for several days on the 
Paris Stock Exchange. Gold trans- 
actions there are reported at 13,- 
040,000 francs ($2,608,000) last 
Wednesday, a 100 per cent in- 
crease over the previous days. 
Well informed sources consider 
France’s attitude in line with the 
philosophy “that gold is_ safer 
than dollars and that the French 
franc should. hold its rightful 
place in the world monetary sys- 
tem.” 

At the time of this writing, the 
Treasury rationalized its position 
by the following statement: “The 
Treasury is able to give categor- 
ical assurance that neither the 
announced purchases of gold by 
the French treasury, nor the mi- 
nor technical adjustment that has

_ Good design on papal coinage 
has been a tradition ever since in- 
ception and continues to this day. 
Designs have been as varied as 
artistic. Early papal coins were 
_ usually issued in the joint names 

of the Pope and Emperor. The 
legend “ROMA CAPUT MUNDY” 
(Rome, the head. of the world) 
first appeared on silver coins in 
the twelfth century to mark the 
uated ecclesiastical power. 


Most eccaently used for the 
obverse of gold coins, asides of 
the respective Pope’s_ portrait, 
were bust of Christ, St. Peter or 
St. Paul or personifications of the 
Church. The reverse featured a 
shield — hence the name of 
“scudo” for gold papal coinage. 


Early seventeenth century coin- 
age featured the papal arms on 
the obyerse and St. Peter or St. 
Paul on the reverse. Some minor 

coinage features the holy gate- 
way on the reverse. 


The- ancient i pal unit. of cur- 
rency — the BAIOCCHO — and 
its fractions appeared on the re- 
verse of coinage at the beginning 
of the eighteenth century to in-

terrupted by Napoleon’s creation 
of the Roman Republic (1798-99) 
but resumed in 1800 for Pope 
Pius VII (1799-1823), featuring 
papal portrait and arms for the 
higher denominations; arms and 
values surrounded by a wreath 
for the lower denominations. 
The annexation of Rome by 
Victor Emmanuel II, King of Italy 
in 1871, ended temporarily the is- 
suance of papal coinage. The 
papacy never recognized the loss 
of its temporal powers, however. 


Papal Sovereignty 

The “Roman Question” as the 
papacy’s political status was re- 
ferred to became permanently 
settled in 1929 by the Lateran. 
Treaty. As a result of long and 
arduous negotiations between 
Cardinal Gasparri, papal secre- 
tary of state, and idussoiini’s gov- 
ernment, a treaty was signed be- 
tween the Holy See and Italy on 
February 11, 1929. 

The Lateran Treaty created an 
independent papal state known as 
Stato Della Citta del Vaticano, 
Vatican City State, and gave the. 
papacy full sovereignty. 


‘Pope Pius XI 


Under - Pope » Pius XI- “(a922- 


1939) papal coinage resumed in 
1929 and adopted the decimalized 
currency system, i.e. 100 Cen- 
tesimi - 1 Lira. 

Issued between 1929 and 1937 
were the new 5 and 10 centesimi 
in bronze; 20, 50 centesimi, 1 and 
2 lire in nickel; 5 and 10 lire in 
silver, and a 100 lire gold piece. 
(See illustrations 1 through 4). 
A special jubilee issue was coin- 
ed in 1933. 


Pope Pius XI had a rare insight 
of international developments yet 
to come. In 1931 he expressed 
his strong disapproval of Fascism 
in the letter ‘Non abliamo bis- 
ogno.” In a powerful encyclical 
(Mit brennender Sorge) — With 
uttermost concern — Pope Pius 
XI denounced the tenets of Na- 
tional Socialism. His subsequent 
letter “On Atheistic Communism” 
remains a classic. In general, Pope 
Pius opposed supranationalism, 
racism and anti-Semitism. 

Pius XI’s active opposition to 
dangerous ideologies stemmed 
from great humanitarian quali- 
ties also manifested by the ency- 
clical Quadragesimo anno in 1931, 
critisizing laissez-faire capitalism 
and urging social reform. His un- 
timely death in 1939 interrupted 
a lifetime of efforts in behalf of 
peace and justice. 

Special 5 and 10 lire silver 
pieces — Sede Vacante coinage — 
were issued in 1939 (see illustra- 
tions). The tradition goes back 
to the early sixteenth century 
when some papal coinage issues, 
e.g. 1521, featured the inscription 
“Sede Vacante”’ — literally vacant 
seat — and signified the See was 
vacant at the time of coinage. 

It is customary not to strike 
coinage with a portrait during the 
period which follows the death of 
a pope and the coronation of his 
successor. The coin’s obverse 
bears the arms of the pontifical 
chamberlain. 

Between two pontificates the 
Sacred College of Cardinals takes 
over the work of ecclesiastical ad- 
ministration. The present Sede 
Vacante rules and procedures are 
inspired by the Constitutions of

Pope Leo XIII (May 24, 1882) and 
Pope Pius X (Dec. 25, 1904), in- 
corporated in the code of canor 
law. 


Pope Pius XII 

The accession of Pius XII (1939- 
58), the former Cardinal Eugenio 
Pacelli, was marred by the “first 
rumblings of World War II. Ideo- 
logically Pius XII was the true 
spiritual successor to Pope Pius 
XI whose ideals he fully perpe- 
trated; hence his preoccupation 
with peace, the sufferings of dis- 
placed persons and prisoners. He 
continued Pius XI’s opposition to 
communism and laissez-faire cap- 
italism. Pius XII’s early opposi- 
tion to the use of atomic energy 
in warfare is only one more ex- 
pression of spiritual courage. 

Vatican coinage under Pope 
Pius XII’s reign was marked by 
the introduction of newer metals, 
at least for metallic currency ap- 
plications, e.g. Stainless Steel and 
Aluminum. This decision stem- 
med mainly from raging inflation 
in Italian finances. All denomina- 
tions struck under Pope Pius XI 
continued, although in 1942 brass 
replaced bronze in the low de- 


nominations, 5 and 10 centesimi. 


It should be mentioned that 
Vatican coinage is struck at the 
Italian government mint — “La 
Zecca.” Accelerated inflation had 
all but eliminated intrinsic value 
in Vatican coinage by 1947 when 
newer types of aluminum coins 
were issued, the lowest denomina- 
tion became the 1 lira. 

Commemorative coinage was is- 
sued in 1950 for the Holy Year 
celebration. A 100 lire gold coin 
was struck for this occasion. 

A 20th year commemorative 500 
lire silver coin was struck in 1958; 
the coin is now an esteemed col- 
lector’s item. Pope Pius XII’s 
death was followed by another 
Sede Vacante issue in 1958. The 
coin, a 500 lire silver piece, meas- 
ures 29 millimeters in diameter 
and is 2 millimeters thick; it 
weighs 14 grams of silver 83.5 
per cent fine alloyed with 16.5 
per cent copper. The obverse 
reads “VENI SANCTE SPIRI- 
TUS” in exergue and symbolizes 
the Holy Spirit. The coin has also 
become a_ desirable collector’s 
item. 


Pope John XXIII 

Pope John’s relatively short 
reign, rich in achievement how- 
ever, continued the coinage tradi- 
tion established earlier and saw 
the introduction of more unusual 
and modern coinage metals. Cur- 
rently used, the alloys identified 
by the Italian tradenames: “Ac- 
monital” (steel containing 18 per 
cent chrome) for 100 and 50 lire 
coins; “Bronzital” (composed of 
91.6 per cent copper, 8 per cent 
aluminum and 0.4 per cent tita- 
nium) for 20 lire coins; ‘“Italma” 
(96.2 per cent aluminum, 3.5 per

been executed in the mar- 
ket quotations for the 
pound sterling, nor news- 
paper stories concerning a 
possible revision in gold 
cover requirements in the 
United States, reflect or 
imply any fundamental 
change in the basic sup- 
ply and demand situation 
that has prevailed in the 
gold and foreign exchange 
markets in recent months.” 

It should be clarified 
that the proposed repeal 
affects only bank reserves 
and would not change the 
25 per cent minimum gold 
backing on United States 
currency. Under the pres- 
ent system, banks must 
keep a set percentage of 
their deposits with Federal 
Reserve banks, in turn 
these institutions must 
maintain a gold supply 
equivalent to 25 per cent 
ot deposited reserves. 

The Federal Reserve 
Board has now the auth- 
ority to reduce or elimi- 
nate this 25 per cent gold 
backing on bank reserves 
for a two-week period. A 
firmer arrangement ap- 
pears likely, however, by 
the introduction of legis- 
lation to eliminate ‘the 
gold reserve requirement 
against bank reserves. In 
spite of renewed official 
reassurances, the scheme 
smells of loose ‘monetary 
policies, recklessly expand-
